Now that the enemy ft substan- 
tially back behind the Hindenburg 
system of defenses from liens [to 
Vailly—that is, from the Deule to 
the Aisne—a new probiem presents 
itself to the allied Commander in 
Chief. Since Aug. 8, Foch has been 
able in successive attacks to take ad- 
vantage of the vicious situation in 
which Ludendorff involved himself 
in the great offensive of the spring 
He has exacted a high 


At the Hindenburg line a new 
maneuver must begin. 

Now it is perfectly plain that Foc 
has to choose between two courses 
He must seek to follow up his par- 
tial successes, which have produced 
a wide swinging German retreat, 
either by a frontal attack upon the 
Germans in their new position or he’ 
must again resort to partial blows 
with the purpose to turn the Ger- 
mans out of their present positions 
by the threat of envelopment and 
capture. 

If Foch chooses the former meth- 
od we shall have one or a series of 
great frontal attacks taking place 
between Arras and Soissons. We 
shall see the armies of Horne, Raw- 
linson, Debeney. Humbert and Man- 
the army group. 
including the German armies of 
Marwitz and Hutier and commanded 
the expert in retreat. who 
has directed the recent withdrawal. 
On the other hand, if Foch prefers 
to use the turning method. we must 
look for attacks in Flanders and in 
Champagne, and possibly in Lorraine, 
in Flanders by Plumer'’s Second Brit-

Fleet Laden With Freight 


Will Depart From This 
City for New Orleans at 


5 P. M. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the Post- 
Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. l.— The 
date of the rediscovery of the Mis- 

sissippi as a waterway of commercia| 
importance, destined, it may be, to 
change the manufacturing map of 
the United States, can now be defi 
nitely announced On Sept. 28, at 5 
p. m., a towboat and five barges 
laden with freight will depart from 
s+ Louis for New Orleans. It will 
be the first fleet to be operated in 
the new Government service on the 
Mississippi—a service that M J 
Sanders, Federal manager of the 
Mississippi & Warrior Waterways, 
believes will grow in just the propor- 
tion that shippers make use of it. 

Sanders. in announcing last night 
the date for the opening of the serv- 
ice. reiterated his conviction that the 
project will mark the beginning ofa 
new era for the Mississippi Valley. 

sanders Coming Here. 

Sanders. who has been in Washing- 
ton for several weeks, will depart 
Saturday for New Orleans, and wil! 
be in St. Louis to watch the depar- 
ture of the first fleet. 

The equipment at the beginning- 
five towboats and 30 steel barges 
is temporary and comparatively 
small, but Sanders savs that the 
service will be just as regular as it 
will be when the new equipment is 
available. Plans for the permanent 
boats are now being examined, and 
Sanders hopes they will .be in such 
shape that bids for construction can 
be invited in two or three weeks. 

‘rom the start weekly sailings. will 
be maintained. kor the down trip 
nine days will be allowed, though 
less may be required. In all re- 
spects, Sanders says, the line will: be 
operated with the same degree of 
regularity and will give the same 
protection to shippers as the rail- 
roads. 

The time-table will be adhered to: 
freight will be insured, and a 
schedule of rates will be published. 

Rates Not Yet Ready. 

Though the exact figures have not 
been worked out, it is expected that 
the tariff will be about 80 per cent 
of the railroad charge for the same 
service. The rates will be made 
known in about 10 days. 

“Now.” said Sandeds, after re 
viewing the fight made for the es- 


jtablishment of the service and the 


difficulties that have had Yo be 
overcome in getting it under way, 
“it is up to the shippers. We are 
not asking them to use this line for 
sentimental reasons, though there 
are such reasons.
